In claim 1 , line 10, before "polymerization process", inert -aqueous emulsion-. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art, including the closest prior art by Dickie et al., teach a rubbery polymer 
comprised of repeat units resulting from a process as recited in the present claim 1 , 
wherein monomers (a), (b), (g), some of (d) and some of (f) are initially polymerized, 
followed by a subsequent step in the two-step aqueous emulsion polymerization 
process wherein monomer (e) and the balance of monomers (d) and (f) are 
polymerized, particularly wherein the second step polymer (shell) is devoid of any 
methyl methacrylate repeat units. 

As the balance of the claims depend from claim 1, claims 1-13 are allowed.
